Chinese Statesman Joins 


His Ancestors. 


HE HAD BEEN H-L A LONG TIME. 


Advanced Year* and Hard Work: 


Mode Stoumch Trouble Farm—Na- 
tive Authorities Take Precaution* 
to Avert Any Disturbance. 
Peking. Nov. "<.—Li Hung Chang died 


Rt 11 o'clock this morning. 


Earl Li had been unconscious for 


more than twentj-four hours preceding 
his death, aud it was announced at 
noon yesterday byjbis physicians that 
he .could survive oriiy a few hours. 


At an early hour last night, as the 


patient lay in a comatose state, hi« 
burial clothes were placed on him, as is 
always done when the end i* certain.

•• This wouW appear ,to ,bq mainly ,i 
befmlles-s age, for, t'fjyj«/h you do not rifjil 
men iu nearly all pu'rsuftV who #ear 
beards, they arc ncvetthelObS in a vast 
minority ju>-t uow. In the lirst place, let 
u:> take the typical city man. lie is prob- 
ably engaged on the Stock Exchange, and 
if so it will be remarkable if he wears a 
beard. .Most of the frequenters of Throg- 
moiton «ilrc.ct are clean shaved or at most 
a mustache is cultivated. The same ap- 
plies to most bank clerks and young and 
middle aged men in insurance and other 
oi!iee.s. Secretaries Of companies are nKo 
generally content with cultivating slight 
mustaches 'if they are not altogether 
clean sha\ ed. 


On, {he otter hand, it is curious to notft 


that beards seem fairly popular :imcm« 
accountants. Indeed it would almost sccui 
us if the growth of hair on the face were 
conducive (o clear headedness iu matters 
of calculation, so general do beards and 
whiskers appear to be ninmig men of tig- 
i.res. .Middle aged buyers and travelers 
.in the wholesale soft goods and the "r:ig" 
trades also seem pailial to cultivating 
h.iir 01? the face, though in retail trades 
u is .seldom that more than the mustache 
i-; giown. Buftrdcd men are the exception 
rather than the rule- among draper-*, 
bootmakers, stationer*, grocers, hosiers 
flnd j>uch like callings. In the go^o^n- 
n.ent Service men arc. as :i njle. efther 
clean shaved or they cultivate the- mns- 
t.'iche only. Take the clerk-*, telegra- 
f>hi<its and sorters in the postotlice. .Mus- 
taches especially the downy, cmbr\o 
sort, seem rather popular among the 
youths nnd younger men, while a few of 
t.'icir middle aged seniors indulge iu the 
luxuries of comfortable beards, but for 
the most part the clean shaved men mau- 
uxe to hold their own. 


At Somerset House the same remark1} 


may he applied us :it the treasury and 
other government offices. In the army of 
course they cultivate mustaches, but 
In'iirds are practically unkntnvu, even 
among our generals. Naval officers arc, 
n-< a rule, clejin shaved, though beards are 
l-rctty common among xeamen. The i:iw 
is of course the cleanest shaved ot all 
clean shaved calling';, which is perhaps 
hut as it should be. Medical men, on the 
other hand, nre rather fond of their mus- 
taches. Olio supposes that they are cul- 
tivated when their wearers have set up iu 
practice in order to inspire confidence iu 
possible patients. Take it nil around, 
however, it may safely be snid that clenu 
Hhuved men iu London are quite ns nu- 
merous as those with mustaches if not 
slightly more so, while the man with a 
beard would appear to be getting more 
and more of a rarity.—London Express.

POULTRY POINTERS. 


More eggs will he obtained if the fowls 


have plenty of room. 


Never kill a fowl for the table shortly 


after It has been fed. 


Diseases are readily transmitted from 


the parents to tho offspring. 


Always select a small, active, vigorous 


nmle in preference to a large one. The 
large cocks nre apt to be lazy. 


A filthy drinking place will breed dis- 


ease soouer thnn anything else. It easily 
becomes foul where a large number drink 
from it. 


The slow feathering fowls are usually 


the hardiest, as the drain on the system 
occasioned by quick feathering does uot 
iv ciikeu them. 


Keep the hrecd you like the best nnd 


that fills the requirements. Take care to 
a\oid inbreeding. Raise your own heus, 
but get your roosters from other flocks. 


The eggshell is porous, and any filth on 


it will soon affect the ment. Eggs should 
be cleansed ns «oon as gathered if at all 
soiled. Keep {jj( n in !i dark, cool place. 


Tho confinement ot fowls is not an im- 


proper mode of caring for them, but there 
should be only a few together. It is often 
Ihe crowding together of large numbers 
that causes failure. 


Crop bound fowls can trace their trou- 


ble to lack of gravel or sharp, gritty 
grinding material as well as to fibrous 
substances, inch as potato and apple 
parings or grass blades. 


Diy lime is too caustic to be given 


alone. Keep a vessel of limewater con- 
venient and mix a little of it with soft 
food and also with their drinking water. 
Lime is a corrective ot bowfil diseases 
and a remedy for soft shelled eggs.

Three or four days later, when he has 
iligested the dog nnd the Iishskin. the 
I mm boo flies apart and gradually pcne- 
jratt'S the great brute's s-kle with fatiil 
i fleet. It is not pretty sport, but it is 
marvelously effective and absolutely safe.

Movement For It» Protection Begun 


by the Iielvure Cla»»e«. 


Jnpnn has no laws for the protection 


of labor or restricting the employment 
of women and children, states Consul 
General Bellows at Yokohama in a 
report to the state department dealing 
with labor conditions In that empire. 
Considerable agitation, he says, has 
ri-5eii of late looking to the better pro- 
tection of labor; but, strangely enough, 
It has come principally from the edu- 
cated nnd professional or leisure class- 
es rather than from the laborers them- 
selvos. It is the opinion of Mr. Bellows 
thrit the industrial nnd economic con-/ 
ditions of Japan would hardly warrant 
the dose restrictive measures such as 
are enforced in England nnd the Unit- 
ed States, but he states as his belief 
t!i::t u labor bill will be introduced at 
the next session of the diet. 


Mr. r.cllows Incloses a number of 


newspaper articles written by native 
Japanese, which disclose a distinct di- 
vergence of views on the subject of la- 
bor. One of them deprecates the agi- 
tation of socialistic subjects and as- 
serts that the gulf between the rich 
nnd the poor of Japan Is not compara- 
ble to that between the plutocrat and 
the pauper in the western world. The 
content of the working classes this 
writer attributes to the lack of osten- 
tation In the lives of the rich Japanese 
people, who usually prefer to avoid 
any display of extravaganco. 


Another newspaper article states 


that Japanese children under ten years 
and some of scarcely five or six years 
aro largely employed Iu factories, that 
men and women nre made to Work for 
"injuriously excessive long hours" and 
that eighteen hours n dny are often 
worked. It nlso calls attention to the 
fact that a Japanese railway company 
Pitying dhidends of 30 and 40 per cent 
pays its laborers $3 nnd .$0 a month 
and works them from fourteen to sev- 
enteen hours a day. 


The A&ahi, a Japanese newspaper, 


deplores the lack of skilled labor In 
Japan on the ground that it seriously 
hinders the Introduction of foreign 
capital Into the empire, which is so 
earnestly desired by Japanese finan- 
ciers,

German Laborers Out of Work. 
There Is a continuous scarcity of 


work in Germany. Consul General 
Hughes has sent reports to the state 
department showing that in the min- 
ing districts and in tho centers of tho 
Iron working and machine making re- 
gions short hours, dismissal of hands 
and cutting down of wages nre gen 
eral. In the month of July, 1900, whet, 
ihe depression of business In general 
was felt for the first time on the labor 
market, the decrease of employed la- 
borers amounted to only B per cent, 
while in July of this year their already 
much reduced number decreased by a 
further 5 per cent. 


There is a marked increase in the 


number of men applying for work at 
the public labor offices. In July, 1000. 
for every 100 open places 122.2 appli- 
cants were counted. This year their 
number ran up to 100.9. 


Hawaii Needs More Laborer*. 


Henry B. Cooper, territorial secreta- 


ry of Hawaii, had a conference the 
other day with Secretary Hitchcock 
and submitted his annual report as act- 
Ing governor of Hawaii. The report 
makes a number of Important recom- 
mendations, n feature of it being Its 
treatment of the labor question. Mr. 
Cooper reports that there Is urgent 
need for laborers from outside the ter- 
ritory. He shows that luring the last 
fiscal year between 4.300 and 5,000 
fapanes-'c laborers left Hawaii, while 
•ynly auvut 500 such laborers entered 
he territory. Approximately the same 
proportion ,of entries and departures 
nohls good with respect to Chinese and 
>ther labor, making the bringing In of 
'abor from outside necessary. Legisla- 
:Iou having this end In view Is recom- 
mended.

In llnrdcs- 
ty's safety can the vent tube and dis- 
charge spout counect with the Interior 
of the can at its lowest point; conse- 
quently the flames cannot roach the 
gases without passing through the oil, 
which Is impossible. Then, again, the 
vent tube Is located at the point fai- 
thest from where the flames would be, 
and. the passage being long nnd nar- 
row, even when the can Is nearly emp- 
ty, it would be next to Impossible for 
It to maintain itself long enough away 
from the air for It to reach the oil.

Depth of Ear«h'« Atmosphere. 


The Belgian royal meteorological 


observatory has published the esti- 
mates made by various mathema- 
ticians arid physicists regarding the 
depth of the atmosphere surrounding 
the earth. The calculations of the va- 
rious savants upon this subject nre 
widely divergent. Blot estimated that 
the depth was only about 40 miles, 
Bavais 70 miles, Mann 81 miles, Cal- 
landrau 100 miles, Schlapnrelli 123 
miles. Marie Davy 187 miles, while 
Ritter stated that It reached to a 
height of 210 miles. Sir Robert Ball 
states that meteors have been observed 
at an altitude of more than 200 miles. 
and since they only become incandes- 
cent when they come into contact with 
the air the calculation of Ritter ap- 
pears to be the most correct. 


Caimo of Aurora DorenlU. 


Professor Birkelnnd of the Univer- 


sity of Cbrlstlania is convinced that the 
aurora borealls is the result of cath- 
ode rays, which Issue from the sun 
and which have been caught up from 
the upper air of the earth. The truth 
of this theory, he says, has been clear- 
ly demonstrated by many experiments 
which he has made. He even succeed- 
ed in making an artificial aurora bore- 
alls which could not be distinguished 
from a genuine one.

his kindred who held him most dear avo 
tinabli: to say with certainty where their 
brother lies buried.—National Kevicw.

"The diamond, when mined,'' said an 


expert, "is very otten 01 a shape so un- 
even that, in preference to cutting half 
off and letting that part KO to dust, as 
was formerly done, incisions arc DOW 
made manias with the grain of the dia- 
mond. 
The incision is made with the 


sharp edge of auotluT diamond. 
The 


ck-a'ving Knife is then inserted aud given 
a sharp tap, and the stoup will split as 
the grain, runs, aud thus two or more 
smaller but better shaped diamonds art 
made. 


"After the diamond is cleft it if- neres- 


sary to do the rough cutting technically 
Unowu as 'brutinc.' 
This, is done bj 


afiixiiif," two diamond'! ou the ends ol 
two boxwood .sticks with a very hard 
cement. One is then rubbed against the 
other, arid 'diamond cuts diamond.' They 
are held over a cutting box having two 
iron pegs for levers aud containing linelj 
perforated brass pans, through which' 
the dust I alls the chips icniaining in the 
top pan. 


"The stone, bavins: beeu cut to the sat- 


isfaction of the master, is taken to the 
polishing room; where a setter selects a 
suitable sized lira.*.s cup, culled a 'dope,' 
fills it with a mixture of lead and tin 
and molts it in a gas flame. 
Having 


worked the .solder to its proper shape he 
places the diamond in the center, leaving 
only a very sm.-ill part exposed. A mark is 
made on the solder before it becomes 
thoroughly set, and then the stone ia 
passed on to the polisher. By the murk 
made on the solder the latter knows at 
once the precise run of the gram aud the 
way in w hich it \\ill polish to the best 
advantage ou the mill. 


"The ln.st operation is the making ol 


the 'table' of the diamond. This done, it 
is handed back to the seller that be may 
take it out of the soldei and reset it for 
the first coiner, called the Jlut corner. 
The solder is again maiked to indicate 
to the polisher the run of the grain of 
this particular corner, and so the prormi 
in continued uutil the diamond is polished 
thioufthout. 
livery facet has u. name, 


mid every name denotes the grain aud 
how to polish that partii ular facet. 
The j 


polisher uses u < irciilar disk composed of 
uoft, porous iron, so that as the diamond 
in polished away in the form of dust it 
enters the pores of the irou, the result 
being that we have the diamond cutting 
the diamond again. 


"Without the assistance of the diamond 


dust the iron would not make the slightest 
impression ou the diamond. The polish- 
ing wheel or disk is propelled by bteain 
power and makes -,<H)U to 3,01)0 revolu- 
tions in a minute. Het'oie the silently re- 
volving disks you will see men so intent 
upon their wink that they have eyes for 
nothing else; for, notwithstanding the 
perfection of the machinery, the skill of 
the workmen remains of primal impor- 
tance. It is with their tingeis and thumbs 
that they adjust the points, edges and 
facets of the diamond with extreme ac- 
curacy, keeping then) constantly moist 
with diamond dust and olive oil. 
The 


thuml)^ of the workmen, being used con-, 
tiuuully aud with much force, become! 
giently enlarged. 


"The beauty of a cut or h'nishcd stone 


depends so much upon the form aud posi- 
tion of the Meets that a moderately fine 
stone, well out and polished, is of fai 
greater value than a large one Jess artis- 
tically worked. 
It sometimes happens, 


that the lapidary receives a stoue of very j 
unfoitnilate shape. His duty will, there- 
fore lie to take nil possible care to pre- 
set \e its size and, biding its faults, give 
it Miib a form as shall send it forth with 
the gu'iih :•( v. eight consistent with beau- 
ty and brilliancy.1'-- Indianapolis .Journal.

Machine Whlclt Should 1»« 
. Vft j Benefit to tlie Farmer. 


In a' paper read before t!»e intprrm* 


tlonal engineering congress at Glasgow^

for loading hay:

thcr, the loading of the hay on the 
wagon Is the most laborious part of 
haymaking. With the loader it is possi- 
ble for throe men to place a ton of hay 
on :i wagon in five minutes, while It 
would roijulro the same men fully fif- 
teen minutes to do the work by hand. 


The machine is attached to the rear 


of the wagon and operated by the 
name team that draws the load, adding 
but slightly to the draft. The driving 
power comes 1'rom the wheels through 
a ratchet and pawl In the hubs which 
may bo thrown on and off at will. 
These drive a cylindrical cage revolv- 
ing on the axle and carrying six rows 
of curved teeth which pick up the hay 
and deposit it on an elevating screen 
whose driving roller is the revolving 
cylinder. It is then carried to the top 
of the loader, whence it falls on the 
wagon, where it is put in position by 
hand labor. 


Tho angle of elevation Is automatic- 


ally adjusted as the height of tho load 
on the wagon increases. An upright 
frame supports several long wood slats 
which rest on the ascending hay to 
prevent its being carrjed away by .wind 
or falling over the sides. 


New Steam Generator. 


There is a tendency among construct- 


ors to increase steam boiler pressure 
In order to allow the use of smaller cyl- 
inders. French locomotive boilers al- 
ready carry from sixteen to eighteen 
kilograms (thirty-five to thirty-nine 
pounds) ordinarily. This powerful gen- 
erator, constructed by M. Serpollct, Is 
made of cast steel fused at 1,800 de- 
grees C. Within It is an arrangement 
of noncapillary tubes In which instan- 
taneous vaporization Is effected with- 
out danger of escape up to a pressure 
of 80 kilograms (17(5 pounds'). The ap- 
paratus placed in the firebox consti- 
tutes a sort o< blower, allowing great 
facility to the lire draft. On account 
of its heavy construction it offers am- 
ple resistance to the pressure.

One ci^y woman has found life on a 


small farm euablod her to add materially 
to ber pin money by utilizing; products 
that otherwise might often have brought 
but little. A few years, ago Mr. and Mrs. 
H. H. S. Rowell moved to Vine Hill, 
near Luke Minuetonka, building their 
home on a small faim already, well plant- 
ed with fruit. 
They hud a taste for 


country life and chose: tbut to gratify 
themselves and as affording a desirable 
environment for their children. 


Mr. Rowell's business in the city occu- 


pies his time quite fully, but with some 
hired labor he is able to look after bis 
fruit trees and to keep up a line garden. 
in his leisure hours. The latter is wholly 
for his own use, but the former he could 
not utilize in that way except iu small 
part. 
In most families, especially ot 


suburbanites, when the jucn of the fam- 
ily ave engaged in other pursuits and 
merely farm a» u side issue and pastime 
the marketing devolves upon the women 
of the family. 


Mrs. Rowell in considering the matter 


concluded that it would be easier and 
simpler to market the fruit product «t 
the place iu tbe form of jellies tliau to 
provide a team and take it to market 
daily. 
She; hud bad no experience in 


making jelly except for use in her own 
homo and sometimes found her undertak- 
ing a big one, but soon adjusted herself 
to its wholesale manufacture. 


"Before making my Orst attempt at 


manufacturing jelly for sale," Mrs. Row- 
ell ;>aid. "I went to bee several of the 
leading dealers in this city to inquire if 
auy of them would take homemade jelly 
and received no encouragement whatever. 
.One seamed much amused at llu> idea o£ 
my thinking I could make enough idty 
for him to consider the matter at all. 
'You hud better make jcmr jolly first be- 
fore you talk t" me,' he said iu a manner 
which implied be did not think 1 would 
make more than a dozen or t\\o. 


"Strange to .say, that dealer has si'ice 


been my largest patron. 
1 have never 


seen him since my interview, and 1 do 
not think he is a \\are that ho has ever 
conveised with the woman whose jelly he 
lias been buj ing. 


"I concluded to make the vontme not- 


withstanding, believing a sale could bc> 
found for it among private parties it' no 
with dealers. 
1 made1 l.llil one-half pint 


glasses (since then I have always used 
the diK'-thiid pint size), and by tbe Ifct 
of No\ ember all «as» sold to private par- 
tics and dealers, excepting what vas re- 
served for our own use. 


"It was not uu easy matter to coinincn 


the dealer* that they needed any, foi th<\v 
would point to their pulls of 'jelly,1 ulnch 
tbcj could buy at a few cents a pound. 
But evti since then one dealer has taken 
each jt«nr all 1 hud to sell him. The most 
emphatic refusals were from the leading 
hotels and lestaurants, who said they 
could not afford to p-iy iii"it» thnii t n l > 
jelly prices. Tho pure lood laws are now 
discouraging the sale of imitation jellies, 
and 1 think theic \\i!l be a li.uch greater 
demand for pure jellies. 


"lu making my jelly I am veiy partic- 


ular as to the condition and quality of the 
fruit. It must be cither somewhat green 
or just ripe, but not the slightest degree 
o\erripe. Apples must be band picked to 
avoid being biuiscd. 
Nothing wormy or 


stale is used. I alwavs try to use Iruit 
the same day it is picked and never use 
any picked over twenty-four hours. 
1 


keep the juice in earthen jais and do ell 
cooking in Mxtc'pn and eighteen cjuait 
granite v.ate kettle*.. 
1 always strain the 


juice twice and never press the pulp iu 
the loas-t. 
My mot hod is to conk the 


fruit with water 1;> the afternoon, mash 
(hi,nigh a folandcr and then put all in a 
bag and leave it to drip over night. In 
the morning 1 strain tbe juice again and 
put up to boil. 
After boiling oiiu-half 


hour (with any amount under four quails 
twenty minutes is suflkient) I add heated 
sugar and again boil fifteen or ten min- 
utes, according to amount. 
I stir con- 


stantly before juice begins to boil, both 
before and after adding sugar; albo skim 
well before and after adding sugar. 


"I never need try it to see if it has jel- 


lied. It is potirefl into glasses and allow- 
ed to stand a faw days bi'foie coveiing 
The past two years 1 have Used paraffin 
to cover jelly, but concluded this year la 
again use white paper under the tin lids. 
I have heard of others complaining of 
jelly fermenting when covered with the 
paraffin and to ft slight extent have also 
had the same experience. Two years ago
